Peering into the clear water, where 
you can sce to a depth of four or five 
fathoms, you catch a glimpse far down 
among the sea ferns and coral cups 
of the long, lithe tail of a shark, and 
of a huge pectoral fin that sways con- 
tinually with a sidewise motion,.and 
sends up little ripples to the surface. 

The native diver picks up a coil 
of cocoanut fibre with a slipnose al- 
ready tied in it, seizes a knife in his 
teeth, and quietly slips into the wa- 
ter. It is done with wonderful skill. 
The native keeps close to the reef and 
lets himself down through the water 
by means of the sea growths till he 
js right over the waving tail, Slowly 
a black hand stretches out, and start- 
ing behind the pectoral fin, begins to 
run his hand along the body of the 
shark and the fin sways more rapidly. 


Again the hand moves forward, and: 


as it strokes the fish, the other hand 
leaves the slipknot hanging loosely 
near the spread of the tail. Then the 
native comes quietly to the surface, 
Spectator breathes freely 
again. 
takes his place on the outrigger, and 
the diver in the bow, with a yell of 
Hula, pulls hard on the rope. 

On the occasion that I speak of, the 
shark splashed about in wild frenzy 
for a moment or two, and then settled 
down to a tour of the lagoon. Twice 
he circled about, and the canoe plow- 
ed along, with the water bubbling and 
frothing 1t the bow where the keen- 
eyed native intently watched the 
tightening rope. Suddenly it slack- 
ened and the diver went over the 
eidc like a flash, with a knife in his 
itavnd. A minute later the surfa:e 
of the water was a brilliant roi and 
the native was scrambling back into 
the canoe. We towed the shark to 
the beach and measured him, He 
was sixteen feet long.

Automatic Distress Signal. . 


Scientists and persons engaged in 
or connected with seafaring are great- 
ly interested by the announcement of 
| Raymond Phillips, an English inven- 
tor, that he has petfected an instru- 
ment which may revolutionize meth- 
ods of sending distress signals ut sea. 

Mr. Phillips calla the new appara- 
tus the wireless harmonophone. 

When used to transmit a signal of 
| distress the harmonophone, according 
' to the inventor, sets in operation a 
| siren, which can be heard ail over a 
ship of any size whatever. . 

The action of the harmonophone in 
| releasing the valve of the siren is 
| automatic, and no attendant therefore 
is necessary. 

A peculiar feature of the apparatus 
fs that signals sent by it take prece- 
dence over all other wireless mes- 
sages, for it cuts off all incssages be- 
| ing received by any vessel within its 
reach. 

Thus, regardless of whether any 
ship’s wireless is working. the siren 
will receive the distress signal from 
another ship in misfortune and mako 
| it known immediately, Kips 
The mechanism of the invention is 
| @ secret, known only to the inventor, 
but tests have shown that Mr. Phil- 
lips undoubtedly has perfected an 
| instrument of incalculable value. _ 

Mr. Phillipa is an electrical engin- 
ecr- and the wireless harmonophone 
is not the first of his inventions to 
attract public notice.

Mystery ef a Missing Relative ef the | 


Great Nevelict. 

One of the most inysterious disap- 
Pearances on record is recalled by the 
sale at public auction of the effects of 
General Alexandre Dumas, a relative 
of the great novelist, who bas not been 
seen for about a year and a half. 

In October, 1911, the general, who 
was sixty-eight years old and lived 
quietly with his wife in the suburbs 
of Paris, left his home one afternoon 
and vanished. The police and private 
detectives: searched the country and 
seemed to make it clear that the miss- 
{ng general could not have been mur- 
dered, but voluntarily left his family 
without giving any reason. 

Traces of him have, it is supposed, 
been found in Brussels and also in 
Aix-la-Chapelle. 

In spite of his age General Dumas 
was at the disposition of the mivister 
of war, and if be is still living be bas 
committed a serious offense in not let- 
ting the inflitary authorities know his 
wherenbouts. - Meanwhile bis pension 
fs accumulating nt the war office. The 
general opinion seems to be that he is 
hiding abroad, although no reason is 
assigned for his voluntary absence. 

The case will soon be brought before 
a military tribunal on the ground of 
the illegal absence of the vanished 
general. He had a brilliant career, 
having served with distinction in the 


Franco-Prussian war and also in the | 


Tonkin, Sudan ond Dahomey cam- 
pnigns. He is n grand officer of the 
Legion of Honor.

No Re-Distribution 
at Next Session

Ottawa, August y —There is good 
reason for believing at the present tine 
that a measure of re-distribution will 
not be introduced in parliament this 
year says the Evening Journal, Frida. 
The chief reason for this is thar the 
whole basis and system of the parlia® 
mentary representation may be changed 
asa re-ult of the conference of the 
provincial premiers Which will be held 
in Ottawa some time in September. 

The Journal also states that it has 
been practically decided that parlia- 
ment wil meet in November, and not 
in January as has been urged on the 
government, more particular by west- 
ern and maritime province members. 

The closure rules are not likely to 
goa very long way towards shortening 
the session, says the Journal, "Clo 
sure is designed merely to obstruct 
obstructions, and not intended to stop 
full and fair discussion of any impor 
tant measure by the representatives of 
the people and itis quite possible that 
it may not he adopted ina single in 
stance this coming session. All of 
this points to the fact that in order to 
get through in a reasonable time, par 
liament will meet earlier than usual 
this year.
